PAT DUNNE’S GOOD COLT. 



The track at Washington Park ripened over 
tsunday, and Monday's course, but for a section 
near the inside, where the moisture gathers 
most, was fast. The racing card was a small 
and select one. Almost a record-breaking Mon- 
day crowd was at the track. The finishes were 
less than picturesque, and the racing generally 
rather tame. 

Tom Calvert’s clever victory at nine furlongs 
and St. Callatine’s easy win in the closing six- 
furlong dash were the public features of inter- 
est. 

It was Tom Calvert’s first start this year. This 
fact made the ring bold and buoyant. Its den- 
izens made Calvert a 6 to 5 chance in the first 
betting. The colt had worked a mile in 1 :42 and 
*’War Jig” Murphy and his friends were ex- 
tremely “sweet” on his chances. The colt was 
backed down to 1 to 2 but going to the post re- 
ceded to 3 to 5. Clawson, who is riding well 
gust now, was on his back. The boy was on far 
the best horse. Yet he rode a pretty race. After 
rounding the club house turn and swinging 
into the back stretch, Tom Calvert was in hard 
and badly pocketed. Lucid was leading 
-on the inside with Mistleton second on the out- 
side and HazeJdean lapped on him. Clawson 
held the colt in his place and lost no ground, 
waiting for the natural spread of the field on the 
stretch turn. When he found an opening he 
shot Calvert to the front and the colt won easily. 

St. Callatine had Timemaker and a fast lot to 
beat. The public fancied her. The California 
filly was backed from even money to odds on. 
The race was a sparkling one from a time stand- 
point. After a long delay Mary Black got off in 
front and set a scorching pace. The filly reeled 
off the first quarter in 23i seconds, three fur- 
longs in 351, half in 48 and five furlongs in 1 :01. 
Then she surrendered and St. Callatine coming 
from behind won easily. Timemaker, hard 
ridden all the way, was third. 

Sam Hildreth won two purses and his jockey 
Clawson rode three winners. Before scoring 
with St. Callatine, Hildreth w’on a purse with 
Bellicoso. This fellow was in the fourth race — 
a dash of a mile. On account of the distance 
he w’as overlooked by the betting faction and 
went to the post at 5 to 1. Bellicoso won as he 
should have won and all the way. He was gal- 
loping at the finish. 

There was a cracking, good field of youngsters 
in the first race. Olinthus was the natural fav- 
orite. He ran a good race, but not good enough 
to win. Pat Dunne won the purse with Ailyar, 
« who was heavily played and handsomely ridden 
by W. Martin. The field was at the post thirty- 
five minutes. The delay may have had some 
effect on the result. “Brown Dick” started a 
filly by Eothen— Vol au Vent, named Volyothen, 
and she showed a touch of quality. The filly is 
a little bit of a thing and considering that she 
carried 108 pounds and stood the friction of a 
long delay, her race was a good one. 

The second race was an easy one for Charley 
Christy. 

There was a bit of humor about the running 
up of Charley Christy by Corporal McGuigan. 
He is not in accord with the Schorrs and is 
ll^uormally seeking a chance to “give them a 
Wraise.” After Christy won McGuigan made a 
rush to get out upon the track. The gateman 
did not know him and shut the Arkansas— Ken- 
tucky warrior out. Official rescue was afforded 
him and he landed on the track just as Mr. 
Nathanson was saying third and last call. Mc- 
Quigan commented on the tight fit, but he got 
there. 

* James B. Ferguson, the well known starter, 
was a visitor. He is on his w’ay to Montana. 
Green 2-year-olds will be g^ven a chance to get 



used to the barrier. Every Wednesday and Sat- 
urday morning Starter Dwyer will be at the 
track to school them. 

John Rodegap and John Huffman arrived 
from St. Louis Sunday. It is Huffman’s opinion 
that Ed Farrell would have stood an excellent 
chance to win the American Derby had he 
landed in Chicago and in keen form. 



OAKWOOD HANDICAP WEIGHTS. 



Yesterday, in accordance with the terms of 
the race. Secretary Howard announced his 
assignment of weights to the horses engaged in 
the Oakwood Handicap. As the race comes off 
next Saturday, owners have less than the usual 
time in the case of such an important race to 
make up their minds as to whether they 
like the weights or not; but that is something 
that could not be helped this year. The weights 
seem to be equitably adjusted. For the reason 
that most of the topweights are at present on 
the shelf from one cause or another. The 
Roman is the real topweiglit, and from the ex- 
cellence and speed of many of those lower down 
it seems that he has been given a hard task. 
However, he is a fast, courageous colt and may 
be right in it at the finish. The weights are here 
published and afford an interesting study to 
experts in the subtleties of horse form.

STAKES AT WASHl^GTON PARK. 



Three stake events will be disposed of at 
Washington Park this week. The first of the 
three, the Lakeside Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, 
is to be decided this afternoon, and from the 
list of starters, elsewhore published in this 
edition, it can be seen that it is to be contested 
by the pick of the western feminine stars of 
that age. 

Thursday will bring about the decision of the 
Englewood Stake for 3-year-old fillies. It is at 
on§ mile, and judging from the entries, should 
bring about a smashing good race. Ed Corri- 
gan’s good Morello filly. Sardonic, winner of 
last Saturday’s Latonia Oaks, Uarda, winner of 
the Cincinnati Oaks, Crocket, winner of the 
Kentucky Oaks and such other proved good 
fillies as Daisy F, Miss Gussie, Eva Rice, Mar- 
tha II, Hurly Burly, St. Callatine, Alleviate, 
Algareta, Graziella, Lizzie Cavalier, Ferroll 
Her Favor, Ollie Dixon and Flora Louise are 
among the eligibles and as nearly all of those 
named are now in good form it really appears 
probable that the Englewood may be contested 
by about the largest field that [ever contested 
for its honors. ' 

The Oakwood Handicap is the third event. It 
will be run off Saturday. The w'eights appor- 



tioned the sixty-one horses entered appear in 
this edition. One man can guess as well as an- 
other what the acceptances and starters will 
be, but there is no reason to doubt that there 
will be a big field and a royal race. The Oak- 
wood has always been one of the most attrac- 
tive of the W’ashington Park stake races and 
has annually been contested by the highest 
class western handicap horses. It will not fall 
below its standard this year.

HARDY CAMPBELL’S DEATH. 



Hardy Campbell, trainer for M. F. Dwyer, 
and one of the best known horsemen in the 
country, died at Gravesend, L, I., last Saturday. 
He had been ill for the last ten days of pneu- 
monia, complicated with kidney and stomach 
troubles. He rallied last Wednesday, when it 
was believed that he would recover. He had a 
relapse, however, on Thursday, and grew stead- 
ily worse until Thursday night, when the 
doctors gave up all hope. 

Mr. Campbell was about forty-six years of 
age. He was married and leaves a widow and 
two small children, a boy and a girl. 

Probably no other man connected with race- 
horses in this country stood higher in the esti- 
mation of his fellow craftsmen than Hardy 
Campbell. He had not the educational advan- 
tages which fall to the lot of the ordinary mor- 
tal. But he had an intense love for the thor- 
oughbred, and he devoted himself to his duties 
in a way that made him one of the foremost 
trainers of his time. 

Mr. Campbell was born in Ireland and came 
to this country when quite a young lad. He 
began in the employ of the Dwyer Brothers, 
when they were at the zenith of their fame, 
and raced such horses as Rhadamanthus, Luke 
Blackburn, George Kinney, Tom Martin and 
later. Miss Woodford, Pontiac, Dewdrop, In- 
spector B., Hanover, Tremont, Longstreet, Sir 
Dixon, etc. Campbell’s merit was quickly 
recognized by the Dwyers, and he gradually was 
promoted until he became foreman of the big 
establishment. • 

Along in 1890 Campbell was installed as 
trainer, and three years later, when the brothers 
dissolved partnership, M. F. Dw’yer retained 
him as trainer of his big racing establishment. 
About this time, when Mr. Croker began racing, 
the high-class horses owned by him were also 
placed in Mr. Campbell’s hands. 

Campbell trained Dobbins, Don Alonzo, Ban- 
quet, Kingston, Armitage, Raceland, Harry 
Reed, Stonenell, Cleophus, Ben Brush and a 
host of other star performers. He went to Eng- 
land with Mr. Dwyer.
